X<>. si 12 dated 10-11-1967,— Aeronautics plays a vital role 
m defence and is also important for communications. The 
need for maximum self-sufficiency in this field is import an;, 
and in view of the relatively small requirements, this can be 
achieved only by long term planning in design, development 
and production. It has been, recommended that an Aeronau- 
tics Committee be appointed to review the entire field Of air- 
craft and allied equipment with regard to Research, Develop- 
ment and Pioduelion and to advise Government on the best, 
quickest and most economic wav of making the country self- 
sufficient in this field.
